Those interested in' such: things know 
what remarkable deductions. can be made 
from the most insignificant fact or object.

The trained archeologist can similarly, 
out of the flimiest and most unpropitious 
material, weave an epoch of history, a 
theory of ancient commerce, a climate, a 
catastrophe. In such guise have the 
relations of ancient Crete and Egypt been 
elucidated. A shell from the Indian 
Ocean is found on an old Stone Age site 
in Europe. What does it imply? May 
not the graves of the Romans, found many 
years ago by Mr. Putland at Bray Head, 
represent the fate of a scouting-expedition 
sent to discover thé possibilities of Ircland 
at a time when conquest was meditated? | 
As in cases in the other genre, one is often ' 
faced with a verdict of “ not proven.” 
Fortunately, in archeology, where neither 
life nor reputation can be said to be 
imperilled by an unjustified conclusion, 
one can be _ satisfied with reasonable 
inference. The appearance recently of a 
monograph on the Bell-Beaker Culture* 
has brought to mind what might be called 
“ The Case of the Moytura Bel!l-Beakers.”’ 


THE BEAKER’S HOME. 


The work referred to is devoted to the 
distribution in Europe of the companiform 
vase or bell-beaker-—as we call it in these 
countries—a cup-type of well-baked ware, 
with comparatively thin walls, approxi- 
mately shaped like a bell, and decorated, 
as a rule, with zones of ornament of a 
geometric kind. Some German scholars, 
swayed by that little monomania of theirs 
for claiming everything of any account in 
European prehistory for the Nordic, have 
claimed a northern origin for the type. 
Most others have been satisfied that it 
originated in the Peninsula, and this is 
Professor Alberto’s view, but he is even 
more precise. He not only shews that it 
arose from earlicr and native types, but 
specifies a more immediate place of origin. 

Andalusia, and especially that part of it 
lying in the valley of the Guadalquivir, 
always a great jocus of wealth and culture, 
is, according to the Catalan professor, the 


home of the bell-beaker. It is found 
there in its greatest variety, not only as 
regards form and decoration, but as 


regards the character of the sites in which 


it is found. Many vessels of* the type 
come from the silos or store-pits of 
Acebuchal. Some of these are in the col- 


lection of the Hispanic Society of New 
York, and one can sympathise with the 
author’s complaint that he was refused 
permission to reproduce them. Are we to 
suspect a political motive not unknown 
elsewhere in stich matters? It is also in 
Andalusia that the most intriguing of the 
later rock-ficurings occur, many of which 
have a direct relevance to similar 
figurings found in Ireland. 

Having evolved, and, so to speak, come 
into flower in Andalusia, the hell-beaker 
spread through the rest of Spain and into 
Portugal, where the bell-beaker style of 
ornament was immediately applied with 
effect to a host of other objects, notably 
the slate idols, whose decoration so closely 
resembles that of our lunulw, decorated 
axes and certain of our sculptured slabs. 
From Portugal it passed over to Brittany, 
and thence (if not directly) to Ireland, 
and also into the Baltic, representing a 
maritime expansion of great extent and 
importance. To the bell-beaker culture 
Portugal contributed many metal types—- 
¢.g., the copper halberd so well repre- 
sented in Ireland. Portugal also formed 
a link with Northern Africa, and it is. 
perhaps, from that region that we derive 
one of our most distinctive eariy pottery 
types—a large, unornamented, round. 
bottomed cooking-pot with Juus. Anda- 
lusia and Portugal, on the one hand, and 
Andalusia and Almeria on the other, are 
the signposts indicating the paths taken 
by the bell-beaker on its traveis all over 
Europe. 

It is no part of my purpose to detail 
these here. Suffice it to say that, passing 
the Pyrenees on either hand, the type 


reached Brittany and Central and 
Southern Frence, and so into Central 
Europe. Passing up the Rhine, it crossed 


to England, with its form somewhat 
modified, and signalises there, in a very 
distinctive way, the birth of the Bronze 
Age and the arrival of a new race-—con- 
querors, or merely fugitives from Mediter- 
ranean tyrrany ? 


A HISTORICAL DOCUMENT.. 


Over seventy vears amateur 
excavators opened a tumulus at Moytura, 
in Co. Sligo. Moytura (Magh Tuireadh, 
Plain of Villars) figures largely in the 
fabulous history of Ireland as the site of 
a battie, or battles, between the Tuatha 
Dé Danaan on one hand and the 
Fomorians and Fir Bolg on the other: but. 
in so far as it may have some eventual 
historic value, this event belongs to a 
much later period than the one we have 
to do with here. The tumulus proved to 
contain two cisis or burial chambers, one, 
somewhat above the other, representing a 
later, or what we call a secondary burial, 


ago 


and containing skeletal remains and a 
bronze object, thought to have been a 
daaver. In the primary burial, which 
contained several individuals, were - 


found -tragirents of several vessels of the 
type we now hnow bell-beakers—the 
sole examples of the kind yet known from 
[reland. They form the only, or, at 
least. the most definite clue to the 
presence here of a great southern culture. 
From its location we know that this was 
pot the burial place of a few maritime 
adventurers, but of settlers and civilisers, 
whose racial type we might have been ab'e 
to determine if the original investigators 
had made the osseous remains available. 
Defective though their methods were, they 
undoubtediv made a great discovery, an] 
we must at least be grateful that thev 
thought the few sorry fragments oí 
sepulchral ware worthy of preservation. 
They . preserved a valuable historical 
document, which the researches of 
Spanish archwologists, on their. own 
material, has now enabled us to read. 

Te is stil! a matter of doubt whether 
the vessels represented by the Moytura 
fragments conform to the Portuguese, 
Spanish or Armorican types. The fact is 
that the three cultures were closely allied. 
All were in touch with one another, an 1 
with Ireland, which, of all the Atlantic 
cultures, holds pride of place in one de- 
partment at least—strangely enough. that 
of wealth. Nowhere else was gold so 
plentiful or so fully appreciated for its 
ornamental vaiue. As far as other 
cultural evidences go to show, the bell-

On that 
occasion he passed 
through the Straits 
of Magellan; and,

Ocean, doubled the 
Cape of 4sood Hope. 
He arrived at Ply- 
mouth on November 
ó, 1580, having taken 
three years to com- 
plete the circuit of the globe. Drake was 
born at Tavistock, and learnt his seaman- 
ship under Sir John Hawkins. The world 
has seen few greater disciplinarians, and 
the execution of his friend, Sir John 
Doughty, is one of the most epic incidents 
in his career. Doughty realised that he 
deserved his fate, and that the ‘‘ gentle- 
man who would not draw and bale with 
the mariner’’ deserved condign punish- 


ment. Drake died off Porto Bello in 1596.

RIVER LFF DREDGING. 


Now that the Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce has declined to 
interfere in the matter, the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners must decide for themselves 
whether or not they will impose any 
charge on Messrs. Henry Ford and Sons 
for the dredging operations involved in 
connection with the proposed extension to 
the firm’s wharfage accommodation. This 
small matter, involving the expenditure 
of slightly over one thousand pounds, has 
engaged the attention of the members for 
almost six weeks, despite the fact that 
the legal position was obvious from the 
start. The view expressed in this column 
a few weeks ago, that the Board cannot 
waive this clause in the agreement with 
Messrs. Ford, which is embodied in the 
Cork Improvement Act of 1917, that the 
firm must bear. the cost of such work 
plus ten per cent. overhead charges, has 


now been supported by counsel’s opinion. 
Despite this, however; some of the 
members, because of the importance of 
the Ford industry to the city, still wish 


to execute the work free of charge. As 
there is no departmental audit of the 


Board’s accounts, there is no danger at 


the moment that any of the members 
would be surcharged; but Mr. C. C. 
Mercier, one of the Commissioners, has 


pointed out that it is within the power of 
any ratepayer to bring an injunction 
against them restraining them from adopt- 
ing this suggested course of action. It

Sir Phiiia Francis. 


Sir Philip Francis, the 389th 
versary of whose birth occurs this week, 
was famous in many ways other than 
being the reputed author of the '' Letters 
of Junius,” which, at one time ov another, 
have been ascribed to about thirty-five 
different authors. Sir Philip was born in 
the neighbourhood o. the Coombe, and in 
early life secured: a high State appoint- 
ment in India at a salary «f £10,000 a 
In 1779 he had a bitter quarrel, and 
eventually fought a duel, with Warren 
liastings, being wounded. Returning to 
England in 1780 with a Jarge fortune, ha

Francis, a Dublin doctor, who lived from 
1708 to 1773. and his early education was 
received at a free school in Dublin. Later 
he attended St. Paul’s School in London 
and became a brillian* classical scholar.

Dean Mary,—As. I write, the wind is 
whistling past my window, and I hear the 
rain beating on the panes, but not a draught 
reaches ine, upon which immunity I con- 
gratulate myself greatly 

Last winter Í was almost blown out of my 
room whenever the winds arose, and, as you 
may hate draughts as much as I do, I pass 
on these tips. 

Choose a windy day to test the frame- 
work of closed deors and windows for cracks, 
od lift your carpet to test the lines be- 
tween the boards of the floor. 

When you have located the leaky spots ge 
to a hardware shop and furnish yourself with 

many yards of draught tu ing as you 
require and two or three pounds of putty 
»rapared for immediate application, 
' Tack the draught. tubing firmly around the 
door wherever it does not fit the frame 
closely.  H the gaps are too wide to be 
a lequately covered by the tubing, tack on 
sii ps of felt first. 


Windows and Floors. 


Treat your window in the same way, but 

each case I advise you first to fasten the 
‘iabing in place with drawing pins, and test

right position. 

Next. the floor and wainscotting. For

On June 17th seven lives were lost when 
the City of Ottawa made a forced landing 
in the Channel off the English coast. This 
disaster broke a fine record of cross 
Channel flying on the part of Imperial 
Airways, which had remained unbroken 
for the past four and a kalf vears. 

The previous serious accident to an 
Imperial Airways liner was on Christmas 
Eve, 1924, when a machine crashed just 
after takine off at Croydon. It burst into 
flames, and the pilot and seven passengers 
were killed.

An early decision by the Tarifí Commis- 
sion regarding the coach-builders’ 
application for a protective tariff was 
foreshadowed by Mr. Blythe, Free 
State Minister for Finances in a 

*h at Clonmel yesterday, de- 
tiered at a meeting of the South 
Tipperary Central Branch of Cumann- 
na-nGaedheal. 

He reiterated the statement made by him 
in Dail Eireann, that the present 
Government did not want to set up a 
Republic, because it would make par- 
tition permanent, would be contrary 
to the economic interests of the 
country, and would tend to prevent 
development. He laid stress on the 
status attained by the Free State at 
Geneva. 

A great deal of misrepresentation was 
being indulged in regarding land 
annuities, but he did not think any 
propaganda could obscure the issue. 
The farmers got the loan, and, there- 
fore, were liable to repay it to the 
British Government, who, as bankers, 
lent it.

TARIFF COMMISSION AND 
COACH-BUILDING. 


From Oun Own (oRRESPONDENT. 
CLONMEL, Sunday. 

There was a good attendance at the 
meeting, which was held in the Town Hall, 
Clonmel. 

Alderman T. Conan, Mayor of Clonmel. 
who presided, explained that the object of 
establishing a branch was to keep the organi- 
sation in close touch with the Ministry. 
Ministers would frequently visit these 
branches and explain Government policy and 
avy other matters not clearly defined. 

Prior to the meeting Mr. Sean Morrisey 
introduced to Mr. Blythe a deputation from 
the Clonmel Chamber of Commerce, who dis- 
cussed with him the question of the improve- 
ment of Clonmel’s industries, with particular 
reference to coach-building. 

Mr. Morrisey also introduced a deputation 
from the local branch of Cumann na 
nGaedheal, who urged the necessity of 
maving every effort to improve the local 
industries and to reduce the amount of unem- 
ployment in the town and country. They 
expressed the hope that the famous Clonmel 
couch-building industry would receive the 
tariff asked for at an early date. 

Mr. Blythe had a long discussion with each 
deputation, and promised that the report of 
the Tariff Commission on the coach-building 
industries’ application would be published at 
an early date. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal deputation also 
went in great detail into the thorny question 
of income tax assessment, and suggested 
several improvéments, which, they held, 
would simplify the code. 

DUTIES OF CITIZENSHIP. 

Addressing the meeting, Mr. Blythe said 
that. the central branches were an invaluable 
asset. to the Government and to the organisa- 
tion. He found in the central branches large 
numbers of the most responsible citizens, who 
were themselves interested in the welfare of 
the country, and were prepared to take part 
in the political life of the country, and not 
merely to stand aside and complain after- 
wards about what was done. i 

These representative citizens took council 
with one another, and on suitable occasions 
put their views before the Gevernment, not 
merely telling Ministers what they thought 
sheuld have been done, but what was more 
important, what they thought should be done. 
He had already discussed quite a number of 
matters with representatives of the branclt, 
matters affecting the neighbourhood and the 
country generally, and their proposals were 
very fairly put before him by men who not 
only thought: certain things should be done, 
but who understood the difficulties the 
Government would experience in putting 
those recommendations into operation. The 
existence of such branches to advise them 
enabled the Government to Serve the public 
better. | 

( lonmel had an unfortunate recent history. 
Industries which were very important there 
had ceased to exist. They had a creamery 
wtich had been a very important source of 
employment, but it had ceased to exist as a 
result of the disturbed times. A local brewery 
had ceased to exist owing, he understood, to 
changing public taste. 

Their coach-building industry was very hard 
hit by the political cireumstances of the 
country. ‘There had been an application be- 
fore the Tariff Commission for some time 
regarding that industry, and he was glad 
that at last, after many delays, the Tariff 
Commission had virtually reached the end of 
its consideration of this matter. There would 
be one further sitting to hear evidence, during 
which the applicants could reply to the 
evidence given against their claim. When 


that Was over the Commission would be in a 


position to prepare their report, and he did 
not believe that it would be long before the 
report was presented. 
THE MIRAGE OF THE REPUBLIC. 
The (iovernment were doing all they could 
to increase the prosperity of the country. The 
Free State had gone through very difficult 


_ times, and it wouid be very bad for industry 


here if they were to have any political dis- 
turbance. The other day at the Fianna 


Fail Convention a leading st pe said that. 


the first of Fianna Fail would be to 
establish a Republican form of government 
here. If that was their policy it was con- 
trary to the economic interests of the coun- 
try; it was one which would tend to prevent 
There could be no industrial 
progress unless the people who could do some- 
thing for industry felt reasonably safe. 

The present Government was!not, as he had 


gaia, in the Dail, out to set up a Republic. 


They believed that if the Twenty-six Counties 
could be made a Republic it should not be 
done, because if it were done they would 
definitely make partition permanent. If the 
whole of Ireland was ever to be re-united 
under one Government the only contribution 
they could make towards achieving that aim 
was to make the Free State a success. 
While the Free State was a member of the 
Commonwealth, a Dominion co-equal with 
Australia, South Africa and Canada, no 


British Government could in any way en. 


croach on its rights,. because if any British 


' Government were to interfere with them in 


any way or to encroach on them in any way, 
a spirit of distrust and uneasiness would 
grow up in the other Dominions, which 
would be equivalent to bringing about the 
dissolution of the Commonwealth. 

As matters stood, there was no danger of 
any aet of aggression on the part of Great 
Britain against the Free State. The Irish 
Government were not pursuing any policy of 
looking for ‘‘another round’ with Great 
Britain, but they were ready to assert and 
to make clear in every respect the status 
of sovereignty which had been attained by 
the Free State and every Dominion. 

WITH ENGLAND AT WAR. : 

The one danger in their present political 
status was that they might be dragged,

rhaps bassively, into some war in which 
Kagland would take part; some war in 
which Great Britain might find herself in- 
volved becatse of her interests in India or 
Kgypt or somewhere else~interests that did 
not toncern the people in the Free ftate. 
But, if the twenty-six counties were a 
republic, in view of the fact that Ireland was, 
for defence purposes; by nature a unit, the 
probability was that they would be every bit 
as much involved as they would be with 
their present political status. He did not 
believe that if Fianna Fáil succeeded in hav- 
ing a republic for the twenty-six counties 
they would prevent Ireland from being in- 
volved in some struggle in which Great 
Britain might find herself engaged. . 

The present Government. were tryinc. to 
avert that danger by other means. They 
were trying to use such international in- 
fluence as their status enabled them to use 
to prevent future wars: People sometimes 
asked why they should go to the expense of 
sending delegates to the League of 
Nations—to the expense of maintaining 
Ministers plenipotentiaries in other countries. 
They contracted that expense because they 
wanted to play their part in the work of these 
world-organisations, which were operating to 
establish the rule of law between nations, the 
validity of international tribunals and te 
prevent the outbreak of future wars. They 
contracted it also that the world might know 
in case the worst happened that the Irish 
Free State was no party; was no part of 
England; was no dependency of England— 
that here they had an ancient nation reborn 
to statehood, with its own outlook, its own 
ideals and interests, so that if at any future 
time. anybody should bring about. the 
catastrophe of a great war, the world should 
know that they tail no-responsifility for if 

WHAT A REP aL. (OULD MEAN. 

If Fianna Fail were to gét inte power and 
try to establish a Republican form of Govern- 
ment here no benefit could come from their 
efforts. 
no increase” of restige could result 
from such efforts ; Sat what would result 
would be a measure of national danger and— 
a disturbance of the life of the people; 4 
disturbance of economic ‘conditions—a feeling 
that at any time some crisis might come in 
which the man who had invested his money 
in industry would lose it. 

He did not think that anybody was so 
foolish as to think that Fianna Fail was a 
more patriotic or more national party than 
Cumann na nGaedheal. In his opinion. 
Cumann na nGaedheal was the real Irish 
party—the national party of the country 
Fianna Fail had nothing behind it 
but a record of destruction, negation 
and defeat. Cumann na nGaedheal was 
the party which gathered the fruits of 
victory, which accepted the status the Treaty 
gave tliem. and had established and enhanced 
and improved that status since. 

FREE STATE AT GENEVA. 

He had previously said that the treatment 
which the Irish Free State delegates received 
at Geneva was a proof to anyone who saw it 
that abroad the Irish Free State was clearly 
recognised as a sovereign State, entitled to 
the same courtesies and the same considera- 
tions as countries like Holland or Belgium or 
Denmark. It was a great pity that no re- 
presentative of the Irish Press had yet gone 
to Geneva. and that in consequence the 
people of this country were left quite unin- 
formed as to what went on there. ‘There was 
no such thing as an imperial report sent from 
the League. Every country except the Free 


‘ State had its own-reporters there. and they 


exaggerated the work of their own repre- 
sentatives. 

Cumann na nGaedheal had done all that 
could be done for the prestige ef the country. 
and for the safeguarding ‘of its rights, and 
had done it in a way that involved no risk, 
no disturbance, and no loss to the country. 

If Fianna Fail set up a Republican form oi 
Goveérnmént, the next thing it was going to 
do was to keep the land annuities. A great 
deal of misrepresentation was going on about 
land -annuities. The facts were se simple 
that he did not think any propaganda could 


-obscure the issue. The amg for land pur. 


chase was advanced’ by the British Govern 
ment to the farmers of Ireland. Land ‘pur- 
chase was carried out by that loan, and the 
annuities were further payments of interest 
and sinking funds. he farmers got the 
loan, and were, therefore, liable to repay it 
to the British Government, who as bankers 


lent it. 
NORTHERN LAND ANNUITIES. 

Jn Northern Ireland the British Govern- 
ment left that, money with the Northern Go- 
vernment, but the Northern Goyernment was 
a subordinate Government; its taxes were for 
the most part levied and. collected by 
the British, and its. laws might be 
overruled by Great Britain. Vithout 
Wishing to be insulting, he could say 
that it was a kind of glorified County Coun- 
cil, Financial trapsactions between it and 
the British Government were family trans- 
actions, questions .of book-keeping. 

The British Government handed the land 
annuities over to the Northern Government, 
but they never handed them over to the 
Free State. If the Government of Ireland 
Act had come into being in the South the 
Parliament of Southern ireland would have 
got the land annuities, But it would have 
had no contro] over the main portion of the 
finances of the country; it would have lost 
the most effective powers a Parliament could 
have for advancing the prosperity of the 
country, and it would have had to pay á 
heavy Imperial contribution. 

Let nobody mislead them by the fact that 
the Northern, Goverment. got out of most 
of the Imperial contribution—the Parliament 
of this part of the country would not have 
got. out of it. When the financial agrec- 
ment of December, 1925,*awas being made. 
whereby they got rid of their liability for 
the ogee debt of Great Britain, it was 
plainly stated, and clearly understood, that 
one of the reasons why the British agreed 
to wipe out the article of the Treaty which 
made the Free State responsible for its 
shave of the debt was—ihat the Free State 
was already -paying substantial sums in 
respect of land annuities and police pensions. 

SRITISH RETALIATION. 

‘Stump.’ oratory and getting the logal 
opinion that you had a ease to fight if you 
wanted to go to Court was useless. The 
British Government advanced the money ; 
they never handed it over to the Free State, 
and they were entitled to get it back. Not 
a penny of it went into their Exchequer ; 
it was all used to pay the irterést and sink. 
ing fund on the loan. If Mr. de Valera 
refused to pay the land annuities, he (Mr 
Blythe) oe ó believe that the British Go. 
vernment wowid send in troops or warshír, 
to bombard ‘Dublin or Cork. They ald 
enforce payment by other means—by charg- 
ing a duty of £1 on every beast imported 
from Ireland: into England, and on every 
bundredweight of butter or bacon. That 
£1 would not be paid by the British 
consumer, — because beef prices — in 
Britain were governed by the Argen. 
tine meat supply, not bw the Trish 
supply. The pound would be paid by the 
Irish farmer, who, like a man who had the 
bailiff in, , would have to pay the cost of 
collection also, and then Mr. de Valera would 
collect the land annuities off him as well. 
The prices paid for Irish produce in England 
would be lessened by the prejudice created 
against the Free State; then eredit would 
suffer, and the alarm created would make 
the investor keep his money in his pocket 
when. he was asked to invest in Irish 
industry. ; 

In his (Mr. Blythe’s) opinion, the policy 
of Fianna Fail, as outlined at the moment, 
was a mere sort of irresponsible policy, some- 
thing similar to thé outlook in 1922, It 
reminded him of the story of a naughty boy, 
who, when bid to do something, instead of 
doing it lay down in the mud, and so dirtied 
his clothes, and was dragged along 

DANGERS OF PROTECTION. 

The Fianna Fail Party had no definite 
policy, apart from a vote-catching policy, 
which was... comprised. oí two items—the 
immediate declaration of a Republic and the 
refusal to pay. land annuities.

IRISH ASSOCIATION’S 
ANNUAL DINNER. 


— 


The need for hopefulness in the citizens of 
the Irish Free” State was urged at the 
annual tdinner of the Irish “Association of 
Accountants, Limited, in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, last Saturday night. 

Mr. William J, Bowesman, President, who 
presided, welcomed the company, and said 
that gatherings of the kind fostered friend- 
ship and kept the members in touch with one 
another. -— The Association, he mentioned, 
-was incorporated in 1926, and was, so far as 
he was aware, the first and only body of 
accduntants registered under the laws of the 
Saorstat. They wanted to give their country ‘4 
of their best, and in their hands lay a great 
deal to be done for the uplifting of eom- 
mercial morality and the training of met. 
whose work would be acceptable. They had 
refused wEiceiisee from many who had 
asked to admitted to the Association 
without examination, and had not admitted 
a single individual who was not qualified 
under their by-laws. This showed that the 
Association was founded on a solid and 
correct basis. 

Mr. Gordon F. Joyce, President of the 
Insurance Institute, proposing the toast of 
the Governor-General and the Irish Free 
State, said that, in order to have the 
prosperity that they wislred for, it was neces- 
sary that they should have combination, It 
was true that there had been no spectacular 
wave of prosperity since the birth of the Irish 
Free State, but. there had been steady pro- 
gress year by year, and he thought that it 
was more satisfactory that the progress of 
the country should be steady rather than that 
there should be.a sudden jump of prosperity 
followed by depression. 

The Earl of Longford, who responded, 
said that their country was the one bond of 
union that existed between Irishmen. If 
Irishmen all loved their country, it would 
follow that they all would be good friends of 
one another, because people following a single 
object and naving the same aim before them 
could not help being very good friends, and 
the better friends they were the better it 
would be for the good of themselves and of 
the country. The prosperity of the country 
would depend on the efforts of its people 
alone. 

Mr. C. B. W. Boyle, proposing the toast 
of ‘' Prosperity to the Association of 
Accountants,” said that he was surprised 
that registration had not come sooner in this 
country, where they had a multiplicity of 
legislation. It was, he thought, a pity that 
they could not get more of their fine business 
men into their legislative assembly. 

Mr. J. C. Dann, F.I.A.A., responding, 
said that in the Association they had but one 
idea, and that was to present to the public 
a body of men qualified te do their job and 
with an integrity which should be undentable.

Mr. Blythe referred to the Shannon scheme, 
and said that that scheme was leing carried 
on as an imvesinent. By that scheme in- 
dustries would be developed, and current 
would be available in places not able to pro- 
vide it; and, mereover, # would mean the re- 
duction of the importation of coal. The 
scheme would not cost the taxpayer any- 
thing. 

Other schemes, however, had to be sub- 
sidised by the Government. They had been 
told by experts that Ireland was as well fitted 
as any coantry in Europe for the growing of 
sugar beet, and in subsidising that industry 
they were doing what England had done. 
They had no reason to regret that experiment. 

The Government had to make its founda- 
tions and build its walls strongly, and he 
advised everyone to distrust any party that 
promised to change the face of the country 
in a year or two. No progress would come 
from harking hack to old matters.

RE-ASSEMBLY OF 
PARLIAMENT. 


FULL PROGRAMME 
FOR. SESSION. 


MINISTERIAL MOOD OF 
CONFIDENCE, | 
——uuml—mrrnn 


The Imperial Parliament meets to- 
morrow,: after a three months re- 
cess, to begin the real work of the 
Labour Government's first session. 
Since members separated last July 
for the holidays, Ministers have been 
industtiously preparing their schemes, 
and Patliament is assured of a full pro- 
gramme up to the Christmas adjournment, 

Precedence will be given to three bills 
for which the Government claims 
urgéncy—the Widows Pensions Bill, the 
Coal Mining Industry Bill and an Unem- 
ployment Insurance Bill, i 

Only one of these measures the 
Pensions Bill, has yet seen the light. 
Although it is certain to be criticised in 
detail, there is not believed to be any 
likelihood of the Pensions Bill provoking 
controversy such as would endanger the 
Government. 

Ministers are not at all perturbed by 
the parliamentary outlook. They realise 
that any Government which is in a 
minority in both Houses of Parliament 
must encounter special difficulties from 
time to time. But they believe that their 
work during the recess has strengthened 
their position in the country to such an 
extent that parliamentary opponents will 
hesitate to exploit their opportunities of 
defeating, or even seriously embarrassing, 
the Government. 

Mr. Snowden’s warning ““ Woe betide!”’ 
to the other parties expresses the prevail- 
ing mood in Ministerial ranks, where fhe. 
decision of the Conservative leaders not to 
move an amendment to the second reading 
of the Widows Pensions Bill is hailed as 
an example of strategical discretion. 

TIME TABLE DIFFICULTIES. 

The chief difficulty which the Govern- 
ment expects to have to face in the House 
of Commons is that of getting its business 
through in reasonable time. The fact 
that the weapon of the closure will not 
always be available is a serious disadvan- 
tage to the Government, not only im the 
actual transaction of business, but also 
in the priyate negotiations w'th the 
Whips of other parties ~regarding the 
allocation of time. 

Ministers fear the possibility of exces- 
sively long debates on some measures, thus 
delaying or crowding out other items in 
the Government programme, 

There is no hint of any such tactics 
being in the minds of the other parties. 
Mr. Baldwm and other Conservative 
leacers have repeatedly declare! that the 
Government will be given a fair chance cf 
presenting its policy, while the Liberal 
attitude on all the main issues is 
distinctly friendly towards the Govern- 
ment. 

One of the first subjects. for which 
special facilities for debate will be sought 
by the Conservative Opposition is unem- 
ployment. The unemployment figures are 
increasing week by week. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Lord Privy 
Seal, will be called upon to inform the 
House of the measures he -s taking as 
Minister of Employment to increase the 
number of people in work. Curicsity, too, 
about the results of his mission to Canada 
has yet to he satisfied. 

FOREIGN POLICY. 

Important debates will be staged in the 
coming weeks on Russia, when the House 
will be asked to approve the resumption cf 
full diplomatic relations, disurmament, 
Geneva, reparations, Fevpt and Palestine. 

The Government hopes it may be possible 
to make sone progress before Christmas 
with other important legislative measures 
besides those already mentioned. hmt frach 
depends upon the working vf the time- 
table. ! 

The prozramme for the session includes 
a Housmeg and Slum Cleararce Bill. two 
Drainage Bills (one for Scotland), 
Washington Hours Convention’ Bill, 
Factories and Workshops Bill, London 
Squarés Bill. The Road Traffie Bill, now 
in course of preparation, my be intro- 
duced in the Pouse of Lords.

EDUCATION IN THE 
NORTH. 


CHURCHES AND THE 
__NEW BILL. 


The statement made by Senator H. B. 
Armstrong, H.M.L., in has presidential ad- 
dress to the Association of Northern Ilreland 
Kducation-Gommittee has caused a consider 
able amount of controversy in politicai circles 
in Northern Ireland, and tends to re-open the 
discussion in regard te the new Education 
Act, which was settled by the pledge given 
by the Prime Minister to the Orange Order 
and the Protestant Churches before the last 
general election. . 

Senator Armstrong declared that al) parties 
were agreed thatthe Act should be amended 
so as to provide that the Bible instruction at 
present being given if public elementary 
schools should be made secure for all time in 
all State-aided schools—so far as it was in 
their power to do so—and that the teachers 
in such schools should be in accord with 
the religious views of the parents. 

“Tf the Amending Bill, to be introduced by 
the. Government next year,” he added, “ is 
confined to these two questions it will have 
the hearty support of Education Committees 
and County and Borough Councils. HH, .n 
the other hand, any attempt is made to take 
advantage of the Amending Bill in order to 
introduce an element which would not be 
amenable to public control, and in the elec: 
tion of which the public would have no voice, 
I am afraid it will be the imperative duty of 
all local authorities to offer to such proposals 
resolute and determined opposition.” 

LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ CLAIM, | 

In view of the fact that under the dé-rating 
scheme the local authorities, especially in 
rural areas, will be paying only .a fraction 
of the cost of education, the claim that they 
should have the sole control of adminstration 
has occasioned some surprise in the North, 
and seems to cut across the agreement entered 
into with the Prime Minister before the elec- 
tiou with the Orange OQyder and the 
Protestant Church Committee. 

The Rev. William Corkey, M.A., the 
Convenor of the General Assembly's Com- 
mittee oa Elementary Education, interviewed 
upon the subject, said they failed to see 
how Protestant schools could be prevented 
from coming under the management of 
Roman Catholic Committees, except along the 
lines of the amendments agreed upon by the 
Protestant Churehes and the Orange Order, 
They were quite satisfied that a definite 
agreement had been entered into between the 
Minister of Education, the representatives 
of the Orange Order, and the Protestant 
Churches. That agreement had been publicly 
jledged by the Prime Minister immediately 
before thé election. Théy were confident 
that Lord Craigavon and the members of 
the Cabinet weuld faithfully carry out the 
fair and reasonable amendments to the 
Edueation Act that had been promised; and 
they had no doubt that the many members 
of Parliament who had: given written pro- 
misés to support the Prime Minister in the 
matter would see to it that the pledges were 
carried out. , They considered it most unfair 
of Senator Armstrong, or any other repre- 
sentative person, to suggest that those 
pledges should not be -honcured 

CONFIDENCE IN PRIME MINISTER. 

The Rev. James Quinn, B.A. (Church of 
Ireland), and the Rev. W. H. Smyth, B.A. 
(Methodist Church), both declared that they 
were confident that the Prime Minister's 
pledges would be carried out. The latter 
added :— 

“ We fully expect that the Bible teaching 
will be secured, and that adequate represen 
tation of those who have transferred their 
property will be given on the Regional Com- 
mittees.”’ 

Sir Joseph Davisom, D.T., the County 
Grand Master of the Belfast Orangemen, who 
took a prominent part in the negotiations. 
said :— 

“I have full confidence that “what. has 
heen arranged by the members of the Orange 
Institution and the Minister of Education 
will be carried out ”’ 

With regard to the position of the Roman 
Catholic schools, it has frequenfiv been 
pointed out that these will not be ' 
ferred, but a claim has heen made fer the 
restoration of the two-thirds building grants 
for voluntary schools. It is only fair to the 
Roman Catholic section of the community to 
add that they have no desire to contro!

sional visit to the theatre must ne go to 
the theatre, the cinema or dance hal! almost 
every night... Let them look at the crowds 
that ‘‘ queued up” ontside any of their places 
of amtsement, aut observe the amount of 
money. that was syuandered on drink, betting 
and dancing, and ask themselves how much 
did it cost the individual who travelled a 
long journey to be present at such enterfain- 
ments.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

The portents at present are that when the 
Cambridgeshire is run next Wednesday the 
going will be firm. It seemed when the down- 

r happened on Thursday that the weather 
ed really broken, but there has been no rain 
since, and the going was ‘distinctly on the 
firm side at Newbury yesterday. There are 
a few Cambridgeshire casualties reported over 
the week-end. Baytown has’ gone out; so his 
trainer has been able to do no work with him 
since he ran for the Cesarewitch. 

Clear Cash has been coughing, and has been 
struck out, a disappointment for Sir John 
Grey and his trainer, Owen Anthony, whe 
had a considerable regard for his chance. 
Clear Cash has more speed than he is com- 
anonly credited with. The top weight, Palats 
Royal 11., was reported to have been sup- 
ported in the last few days to win a consider. 
able stake, but he had to be eased in his 
work last week on account of a slight bot 
which developed on a joint. I do not gathe: 
from his trainer, Frank Bullock, that he 1s 
seriously expected to repeat his victory of 
last season. 

Songe did a splewmlid gallop on Thursday 
morning last, aud if there is yielding going 
next Wednesday he will not be easy to beat, 
for I am sure this Frénch-bred four-year-old 
is a real good horse. 

CONCERNING ATHFORD. | 

‘The most positive assurance can be given 
that Athford could not be better than he is 
at the present time. I like everything about 
Athford except his price, which is not a fat: 
one. He has worked his way steadily up in 
the handicap by a series of meritorious vie- 
toriés, and has paid the inevitable peralty of 
his good and consistent performances. The 
question whether he is just good enough to 
carry his 8st. 9b. successfully remains to be 
seen. In the best races he has run this season 
he has come from behind to beat his rivals, 
and I am not sure that he will be allowed to 
do this in a race run at such a terrific pace 
as the Cambridgeshire. 

There will be a batch of French-trainéd 
horses in the field, and 1 can make no com- 
ment on their chances except to mention that 
1 have heard that Arbaletrier is a useful colt. 
He has run second to Hotweed in France, but 
Hotweed was not seen in the St. Leger. 


A LIKELY ONE. 

Taken on his Duke of York running I give 
no chance whatever to Ghost Train. Double 
Life’s penalty seems to put her too high in 
the scale. A much more likely one is the 
three-year-old, Masked Bandit, who has done 
well, and is fancied, even though he has 
plenty of weight. I cannot see eye to eye 
with those who fancy the chance of En Garde, 
even though he is reported to have won a 
good trial. 

The chance of Lord Dewar's lightly- 
weighted three-year-old, The Macnab, is an 
attractive one, and it is no secret that Fred 
Darling, his trainer, looks on him as a reason- 
ably good thing. In the weights for the 
Liverpool Cup, which appeared last Thurs- 
day, he is from 6lb. to 7lb. worse handi- 
capped with the same horses than he is in 
the Cambridgeshire. He and Yosemite are 
the ones indicated by the Liverpool handi- 
capper as likely winners of the Cambridge- 
shire. Mr. Lambton says that he could not 
fancy Yosemite much for the Cambridyeshire 
unless the ground became really soft, but his 
trainer, Frank Butters, expects him to win. 

My own impression of his race in the 
Duke of York Handicap was that he was 
beaten for speed. The Cambridgeshire course 
is a very different one from Kempton, and 
may suit him better. It is possible that on 
the day Wootton’s candidate, Bachelor's 
Date, will be among the first three or four 
favourites. I know him to be much fancied, 
but he comes from a stable which has been 
at odds with fortune during the greater part 
of the season. 

CARDINAL’S RING. ; 

There is a colt a year older than Bachelor’s 
Date, Cardinal's Rmg, on the same mark in 
the handicap, 7st., and, if he would repro- 
duce the form with Baytown and Athford 
which he showed when he was trained at 
the Heath stable, there would be no question 
what would win the Cambridgeshire; but he 
has run such disappointing races in England 
that he cannot be honestly recommended. 

Six Wheeler is a four-year-old with 
6st. 12lb. who has won the Wokingham 
Stakes and other racés up to a mile. His 
chance is not taken seriously, because it is 
thought that he will not stay the course; yet 
his trainer has satisfied himself that he will. 
If that is the case, then he has a first-class 
chance on the handicap, and he will have the 
assistance of our best apprentice, Lowrey. 

The Cambridgeshire is pre-eminently a race 
for good horses, and especially for good

are two whe stand out, Songe and Athford. 
The price of the former is the more satis- 
factory, but we shall want to know on 
Tuesday what the conditions are likely to be 
before taking him to our hearts. Of the 
three-year-olds, | like’ Masked Bandit, but 
there is no getting away from the confidence 
in The Macnab which his trainer, whose 
standards are high and who has had three 
Derby winners through his hands in reccnt 
vears, reposes.

Cup remind us that the flat 
racing season is rapidly nedving its end, There 
appears to be one animal who is remarkably 
well iu, and that is Lord Derby's filly, Drift, 
who has been given 7st. 13lb, It is very 


probable that she would have won the One 


Thousand Guineas had she not had a kick at 
the post which broke several. ribs. 1 am 
inclined to think she is very nearly our best 
three-year-old filly. 

AT NEWBURY. 

Newbury had a fine afternoon yesterday for 
the conclusion of its meeting, but the going 
was not nearly so yielding as it had been on 
the previous afternoon. It was, however, 
good enough to enable Major Sneyd’s eight- 
year-old, Sir Joshua, to win again the New- 
bury Autumn Handicap. in which he beat Mr. 
Macomber’s French colt, Bruimeux, 
started favourite, by three-parts of a Jength. 
Major Sneyd had thus won the two principal 
long distance handicaps of the week. 

Sir Joshua is a great old horse when the 
ground is ‘right for him, Such experienced 
men as Alec Taylor and Geo, Blackwell in 
turn cast him into outer darkness, and he 
had the worst leg ever seen when the latter 
sold him to his present trainer for 70 guineas. 
When Major Sneyd fires a horse he makes a 
proper job of it, and after he bought Sir 


| Joshua he clapped his irons well into him, 


and the next day, and every other day, had 
him out on the roads. I cannot recall any 
horse who had a leg so bad as his who has 
come again and won good races. Had the 
rain come a little earlier for him he would 
in all probability have won the Cesarewitch. 


ONLY TWO IN IT. 

Yesterday he looked like being baulked for 
an opening after they came into the straight, 
but when he found one he quickly over- 
hauled Brumeux and beat him well. The 
acemaker had been The Brown Talisman, 
but he was beaten after he had Jed the field 
into the straight.

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, in introducing the recipients, ex- 
plained that Constable Shiels fearlessly at- 
tempted to arrest two men, one of whom 
was armed with a revolver and had pre- 
viously '“held up “” a rent collector. 

The medals were presented amid scenes of 
much enthusiasm, and the march past of the 
troops followed, the veterans coming in for 
rousing cheers, ”

Lieutenant-Colonel Bernard, who was re- 
ceived with ringing cheers, expressed thanks 
for the wonderful reception that the battalion 
had had since coming to Belfast. Thev were 
pleased and proud at the interest taken in 
them hy the people of the city and of the 
North of Ireland, When he mentioned that 
they had in the regiment 287 men from Bel- 
fast and 494 from the North of Treland, they 
would understand that the men would have a 
very pleasant time in Belfast.

GERMANY AND POLAND.

sin,—The series of articles on ' The New 
Germany,” segned by ** Nichero,”’ which you 
have been publishing, afford an extraordinarily 
interesting insight into the post-war mind of 
that country. In the last of these articles, 
however, there is at least one statement of 

Nichevo’s ” which calls for comment on 
account of its inaccuracy. He states that 
“millions of Germans have been placed 
under Polish rule.” There are, in fact, 
rather less than one million Germans at pre 
rent in Poland, out of a total population of 
thirty millions. These Germans live in 
widely scattered groups, in isolated sections 
of those thoroughly Polish provinces, seized 
by Prussia for the most part during the in- 
famous partitions of the eighteenth century, 
which the Treaty of Versailles justly restored 
io Poland. These provinces, the very heart oi 
Poland, the eradle of the nation, are, more. 
over, vital to its economic existence. Owing 
io the recent settlement of Germans in these 
provinces, in accordance with Germany's 
plantation policy, it is now difficult to draw 
a boundary line which would not ieave some 
Poles and some Germans on the wrong side. 
Our own boundary problem might suggest to 
us that this is so. It is true that the pre- 
sent German-Polish frontier is in some ways 
tiresome to both nations, but I would def; 
anyoue to devise ope which would not be open 
to that objection. 

I shall not trespass further on your space. 
as the matter is too involved to deal with 
here satisfactorily and at length, I shall 
merely suggest that ‘‘ Nichevo’’ would do 
better not to mar our admiration for the good 
Qualities of the new Germany by implying 
that we should sympathise. with the old, 
dominating Prussian spirit, which from 
Frederick the Great to William II. trampled 
on the freedom and the very life of a proud 
and ancient nation. This spirit will only 
thrive on foreign approval, and can but lead, 
as it led before, to disaster.—Yours, etc.,

A £20 LOAN. 

At OMAGH Quarter Sessions last Saturday

were keeping company, and he said that he 
would marry her. She had money lodged 
in the Bank of Ireland, Omagh, and drew 
various sums out, amounting altogether to 
£20, and gave the cash to defendant, who 
said that he wanted the money for certain 
objects.

KILKENNY CATHEDRAL. 

At a representative meeting which was 
held in KILKENNY yesterday in connection 
with the renovation of St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
resolutions were adopted approving of the 
speedy and business-like way in which the 
renovation was being begun; and pledging 
to work and contribute whole-heartedly and 
loyally until the debt had been redeemed. 
Bishop Collier said that he was happy to 
see the householders there to show their in- 
terest in the work that had become neces- 
sary. The report of the architect about the 
condition of the Cathedral was pretty bad; 
nothing was wrong with the fabric, but the 
pinnacles, towers and turrets were affected, 
due to no neglect on the part of those re- 
sponsible for the upkeep of the Cathedral. 
When they remembered that the Cathedral 
was within sixteen years of its century, it 
was nothing unusual to have a building like 
that calling for attention. The scheme was 
that every year, until the debt had been 
paid, every parish of the diocese would con- 
tribute the equivalent of a half-year’s dues 
to the Cathedral funds. They must budget, 


he added, for £15,000 to £20,000.

RADIO EXHIBITION | 
IN DUBLIN. 


BROADCASTING POLICY IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


ACENTRALHIGH-POW ER 
STATLON. 


- 


A Wireless and Gramaphone Exhibition 
was opened in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
on Saturday last. It includes twenty-six 
stands, on which are displayed all the latest 
productions of those who are engaged in 
the trade. It is a comprehensive and in- 
teresting collection, which includes all the 
leading lines of the British radio manufac- 
turers. 

This is the fourth show of its kind that 
has been held in the Mansion House. A 
difference this year is the fact that grama- 
phones are included. 7 

At the opening ceremony, which was per- 
formed by Mr. M. F. Heffernan, T.D., Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Posts 
and Telegraphs, Mr. A. O'Donovan 8Shiel, 
President of the Irish Radio Traders’ Asso- 
ciation, presided. 

Mr. Heffernan said that he was sure the 
visitors would be glad of the opportunity of 
getting into touch with the latest develop- 
ments in wireless apparatus. It would be 
seen that considerable advances had been 
made in. many directions since the last ex- 
hibition. Perhaps the most outstanding 
would be the substitation of power from 
batteries by that to be supplied from electric 
mains. With the Shannon power scheme in 
operation, this development would  un- 
doubtedly increase the demand for wireless 
sets, as many people disliked the trouble 
that was associated with the maintenance of 
batteries. Opinions, he said, might differ as 
to the part which wireless broadcasting 
would eventually play in the ordinary every- 
day lives of the people; but one thing was 
now quite certain—it was that broadcasting 
had emerged clearly from the time when it 
was regarded by the majority as an in- 
teresting toy which provided a certain amount 
of entertainment for people described as 
“radio fans.” 

SIMPLICITY OF WORKING, 

The progress made by the manufacturers 
in the production of sets which did not re- 
quire any special technical skill to manipu- 
late was placing wireless reception at the 
disposal of persons who ordinarily had 
neither the time nor inclination to bother 
about acquiring the technical knowledge 
formerly necessary in order to get satisfac- 


He represented those who were responsible 
for what might be described as the emission 
side of the science of broadcasting. He re- 
cognised that, if the most satisfactory results 
were to be obtained, this could only be 
brought about by good understanding 
between the various interests concerned. The 
co-operation of the broadcasting service with 
the wireless listeners and with the traders 
in wireless apparatus was essential if the 
public were to get the best value for their 


money. 

In so far as his Department was concerned, 
they were always willing to listen to sugges- 
tions for the improvement of the service, 
from whatever quarters those suggestions 
emanated, provided they were satisfied that 
those making them had in mind the better- 
ment of the service rendered by the Irish 
Free State Station. Similarly, they had no 
objection to criticism when it was construc- 
tive and helpful, but they would not listen 
to that form which had as its inspiration the 
desire to depreciate any enterprise because it 
was distinctively Irish. 

WAVE-LENGTH PROBLEMS. 

Dealing with the development policy of his 
Department, Mr. Heffernan said that doubt- 
less there would be some criticism of the 
comparative slowness of the pace at which 
they were advancing. It must be understood, 
however, that the broadcasting science was 
in a centinual state of flux. In a sense it 
was all to the good that they had not ad- 
vanced with too much haste. Conditions and 
mechanical developments were becoming more 
stabilised. There were signs that interna- 
tional agreement would be soon reached as to 
the assignment of wave-lengths. Conditional 
on that assignment was the technical develop- 
ment which would be advisable. 

It was now becoming evident that the wave 
length problem was forcing development of 
broadcasting along the lines of fewer stations 
with higher power. Many of the European 
countries. have now actually established 
stations of high power, or had projected 
schemes for their erection in the near future. 

HIGH-POWER STATION. 

After an exhaustive examination of the 
various methods of extension open to them 
in the Irish Free State, they had come de- 
finitely to the conclusion that the most suit- 
able for their circumstances was a central 
high-power station which would supplv the 
major portion of the country with crystal re 
ception. (Hear, hear.) A scheme of this kind 
involved considerable financial outlay, and 
before they embarked on it finally they should 
be satisfied that: it would not result in a loss 
to the State. 

The policy of the undertaking in this coun 
try was that it should be self-supporting. So 
far they had lived up to that policy. Broad 
casting in the Free State had more than 
cleared its expenditure if the revenue from 
wireless licences and import duty was taken 
into account. They were dealing, however, 
with a thinly populated agricultural country. 
and the further extension which would result 


to the rural population. They had to satisfy 
the powers that be that the increased revenue 
from the extension would be sufficient t 
to defray the charges resultant from the 
capital expenditure He was very hopeful! 
that they would be successful in their efforts 
in this direction in the near future. 


PROGRAMMES. 

As to the programme side of the broad. 
casting undertaking, Mr. Heffernan said that 
their efforts in that direction were always 
bound to provoke a. certain amount of 
criticism. It was quite impossible to please 
everybody, and they could not cater for all 
tastes. The best they could hope to achieve 
was to provide a programme pleasing to the 
majority of their listeners. He was not at 
all inclined to accept a position of inferiority 
in regard to programmes. ‘True, they were 
subject to certain definite financial and 
artistic limitations, but outside those limita- 
tions he maintained they had supplied a well. 
balanced programme of high artistic quality. 

He acknowleged there was monotony occa 
sionally, but that was difficult to avoid. There 
were weak spots here and there, but they 
were continually endeavouring to secure new 
talent and to improve that at present avail- 
able. 

Ihey have shown commendable initiative 
and enterprise. Recently they had given per- 
mission to the Baird Television Company to 
carry out a number of experiments in their 
station. The broadcasting of the religious 
ceremonies associated with the Catholic 
Emancipation celebration was, pethaps, an 
unique effort, and had been very much appre 
ciated. 


MORE SPORTING. 


They hoped to cater for all sections of 
the public demand. They were now com- 
pleting arrangements for a series of sporting 
broadeasts. They hoped to get experts on 
various classes of sport to give periodical 
talks and, perhaps, instruction. 

In conclusion, Mr. Heffernan said that he 
felt it his duty to strike a sad note by 
expressing his sorrow at the untimely death 
of the late Dr. O'Connell. He knew all pre- 
sent would join with him in conveying to his 
widow the deep sympathy of all those asso- 
ciated with him in the wrreless world. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. G. A. Pemberton. on behalf of the 
Irish Radio Traders’ Association, moved a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Heffernan, which was 
carried with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Heffernan, in reply, said that during 
the period that he had been associated with 
the wireless broadcasting undertaking his 
relations with the Wireless Association had 
always been of a harmonious and satisfactory 
nature. His experience of them was that 
these geneltmen were an enterprising, hard- 
working and intelligent section of the public. 
He hoped that, by their. co-operation with 
the State broadcasting undertaking, they 
would be able to work out a system of broad 
casting that would be suitable to the public 
in .ne Free State. (Hear, hear.) He wished 
the Exhibition great success. 

The Committee of the Exhibition enter 
tained Mr. Heffernan to luncheon previous to 
the opening ceremony.

REVIEW. 


MODERATE BUSINESS. 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT 


With one or two exceptions, business in 
the provision trade throughout the week has 
been of a moderate character, and there have 
been comparatively few features of interest 
to record. There is no doubt that the high 
prices. at present ruling for the principal 
commodities are causing buyers to act 
cautiously, but at the time of writing there 
appears to be little prospect of any marked 
fluctuations in any department. For the 
third week in suceession, the Danish official 
quotation has been wired unchanged, and 
"“top ” again stands at 332 kroner per 100 
kilos. At the corresponding period of last 
year the figure was 528 kroner, or an advance 
of thirteen kroner on the previous week, and 
from thence onwards a steady upward move- 
ment was recorded, and in the second week 
of December, 1928, the quotation was 3564 
kroner, after which prices commenced to de- 
chine. Whether spot prices will move up- 
wards, in accordance with last year’s figures, 
remains to. be seen, but, should weather con 
ditions be unfavourable, there is no doubt 
that there will be some shortage of butter 
towards the close of the year, as the quanti- 
ties of Colonial on passage are smaller than 
usual, So far as bacon is concerned, prices 
generally rule steady, with available supplies 
moving steadily into consumption. No 
change is recorded in Trish, but at the meet- 
ing of the Bacon Committee this week-end it 
was decided to bring Manchester prices into 
line with Londen by making a reduction of 
4s. per cwt., and this was: regarded by whole- 
salers more as an adjustment of prices than 
as an actual decline in values. There is a 
marked scarcity. of unstamped eggs, and, 
although the higher prices ruling for Irish 
Free State and other stamped pe ey ts 
caused a quieter feeling at.the beginning of 
the week, there was a strong finish, the 
market closing firm at advanced quotations. 
According _to. official . returns. somewhat 
larger quantities of butter have been im- 
ported into this country in the nine months 
ending September 30th than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. Most European 
countries and New Zealand sent increased 
supplies, but arrivals from the Irish. Free 
State, Australia, and the Argentine showed 
some falling-off. Imports of cheese were yerv 
similar in total to má of January-Septem- 
her. a sharp rise in arrivals from New 
Zealaud—from 69,000: tons to 80.000 tons— 
being balanced by decreases elsewhere. Less 
bacon has been imported than in the first 
nine months of 1928, the reduction to date 
being 25,000 tons, or 74 per cent. The de- 
crease has been oceasioned mainly by smaller 
arrivals. from Denmark, which have dropped 
from 204,000 to 182.000 tons. Receipts of 
hams, mainly trom the United States, have 
been on a slightly larger scale, but those of 
fresh pork received entirely from the Irish 
Free State have fallen somewhat. Arrivals 
of live animals for food, practically the whole 
of which. have come from the Irish Free 
State, have shown no very important change 
on the year. The number of eggs received 
has been smaller by nine per cent. than in 
the first nine months of 1928, but the de 
crease Was confined mainly to February. 
March and June, and the imports in each of 
the past three months havé been above those 
of the corresponding, months of last year 
The reduction has fallen principally on re 
ceipts from Russia and France. 

At Salford Cattle market on Tuesday there 
was a marked failing-off in the numbers of 
Irish live stock penned, fat cattle showing a 
decrease of 260, sheep and lambs 96, and 
dairy cows 28 head. Business generally ruled 
quietly steady, and, although unchanged, 
prices of fat cattle showed a hardening ten- 
dency. At the Manchester Pig market, with 
moderate supplies, small pigs especially being 
scarce, prices ‘ruled firm, and, although 
buyers held off to a certain extent, dealers 
showed no disposition to graut concessions to. 
induce business. At the Manchester Dead 
Meat market, taken in the aggregate, supplies 
have been somewhat in excess of demand. 
Quotations generally showed little change 
throughout the week, although best porker 
pigs were firm at an advance of about a half.

LORD JUSTICE ANDREWS AS 
FIRE-FIGHTER. 


An outbreak of fire occurred yesterday 
morning in the farm buildings adjoining the 
residence of Mr. J. M. Andrews, Northern 
Minister of Labour, at Comber, County Down.

A NOTABLE PURCHASEF. 


The report of the Council of Trustees of 
the National Library of Ireland for the year 
ended on the Slst of last March states that 
the Library was open to the public on 267 
days, having been closed, in addition to the 
public holidays, for 36 days in the summer 
to permit of painting and re-decorating and 
the usual annual recA and re-arrange- 
ment. The number of readers during the 
year, as recorded by the signature book, 
amounted to 47,691, a decrease ot 5,536 on 
last year, made up as follows :—Ordinary 
days, 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 25,565, 5 p.m, to 
10 p.m. 19,997; Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 1 p.m., 
2,1 that is, an average of 206.1 for ordi- 


nary days and 46.2 for Saturdays. The 
average daily attendance was thus main- 
tained, off in the total number 


the fallin 
being due to the Libeart having been closed 
for 24 days more than in the preceding year. 
Thée volumes catalogued and added to the 
Library numbered 4,632. of which 525 had 
been received under the Free State Copy- 
right Act. In addition upwards of 8, 
publications of various Governments, British 
and foreign, had been received and regis- 
tered, so as to be available for consultation. 
The List of Scientific and Technical 
Periodicals had at length been issued to the 
public. This List was bound to be of the 
greatest aid to scientific research in Ireland, 
as it made widely known. almost for the 
first time, the wealth of periodical literature, 
including the Transactions and Proceedings 
of Academies, preserved in Dublin libraries. 
All works relating to Ireland, in every 
department save those in the Joly and Thom 
gifts, were collected from their different 
sections and re-grouped on the main floor of 
the Book Stores, the Dewey classification 
order being adhered to. The advantages of 
this re-arrangement had daily become more 
apparent, as these works, which naturally are 
in constant demand, now were within im- 
mediate reach, and the whole literature of 
the country could be surveyed as a unity, 
an inestimable benefit to students and 
investigators.

Correspondence, 1660-1689, acquired at the

MEETING AT KILLESTER. 


Under the auspices of the Tenants’ Rights 
Association, a meeting of ex-Service tenants 
at Killester was held last Friday night, the 
Rev. P. Traynor, C.C., presiding. In the 
course of a supplied report of the meeting 
it is stated that out of a total of 247 tenants 
on the estate 195 attended, and were 
unanimous in their approval of the action 
taken by the Provisional Committee, which 
was asked to continue to act. 

A statement submitted to the meeting con- 
tained the following points:—(1) That the 
rents were still higher than was intended }) 
the Irish Land (Provisions for Sailors anil 
Soldiers) Act of 1919 passed by the British 
Parliament; (2) the legality of the present 
rents; (3) the limitation of the number of 
houses to be provided; (4) the limitation of 
the money to be provided by the Treasury; 
(5) that in 1922 the British Parliament took 
advantage of the changed circumstances, 
owing to the non-representation of the Free 
State and the prevailing conditions at the 
time, to whittle down to practically eliminat- 
ing point fhe benefits of the 1919 Act, which 
resulted in a consequent retatation of all 
the promises made during the recruiting cam 
paign; (6) that the Killester tenants have been 
victimised for some ulterior motive, and that. 
the time had arrived to test the matter. 

It was stated that no provision whatever 
was made for a school for the education of 
the children of ex-Service men, who number 
nearly a thousand, on the estate, nor for 
Roman Catholics, who form 90 per cent. of 
the population there, for a church, and that
